This is to assure 
the company that the animal is sound 
and healthy at the time the proposal 
is submitted. This examination us 
ually costs $5.00, which is paid to the 
vet., in addition to the premium. 

If there is no veterinary surgeon 
in the district, then a small form 
known as a fifteen-day waiver must 
be signed or initialed by the proposer. 
This provides that the insurance 
company incurs no liability for fifteen 
days after the insurance is in force, 
if the animal contracts any disease 
during that time, or if it dies during 
the fifteen days in consequence of an 
accident which occurred previous to 
the date of the insurance. This 
waiver is not acceptable for ordinary 
grade stock. 

How The Rates Run 

The rates average about seven and 
one-half per cent and protection 
against fire £tfid lightning man be se¬ 
cured as well for about 8 per cent in 


‘all. Ordinary farm horses may be in. 
sured for five and one-half per cent 
without, and six per cent with fire 
protection, while heavy draught 
dealers and contractors rate as high 
as ten and a half or eleven per cent. 
Ko animals are insured beyond the 
age of ten years. 

There are also special transit rates 
provided to cover animals in transit 
by all. These rates are lower in sum¬ 
mer than in winter. The summer rate 1 
on horses for five days cover while 
in transit is one.half of one per cent, 
while the winter rate is three fourths 
of one per cent, For a trip requiring 
ten days, insurance the summer rate 
is one per cent and the winter rate 
and one half per cent. The rate for 
cattle in transit is about double that 
of harses.

The jt 3 he|e|p' and goat industry in 
Canada continues to grow, not only 
on account of the money to be made 
from mutton and wool, but the fact 
that goats are imune from tubercu¬ 
losis has been the great factor in the 
encouragement of milch goat raising 
jn a number of the provinces of Can¬ 
ada, Phamphlet No. 17, a Directory 
of Breeders of Pure Bred Sheep and 
Goats in the Dominion of Canada, 
isued by the Sheep and Goat Div¬ 
ision of the Live Stock Branch and 
procurable, free upon aplication, from 
the Publications Branch, Otawa 
gives the names and adressesf o 
breeders of recognized breeds of sheep 
and goats in all barts of Canada. On¬ 
tario leads in the number of breeders 
of pure bred sheep while goat breed¬ 
ers are most numerous in British Col¬ 
umbia, where the milch goat industry 
is assuming fairly large proportions.

The ‘Mildew’ is the 
greatest, which (out of question) com- 
eth by ‘coseness of air; and therfore 
in Hills or large Champain-Grounds, 
it seldom cometh.JThis cannot be re¬ 
medied, otherwise than that in Coun- 
rreys of small enclosure the Grounds 
be turned into larger Fields: Which 
I have known to be good in some 
Farms. Another disease is the put- 
aing forth of Wild Oats, whereinto 
Corn oftentimes (especially Barlye)) 
doth degenerate. It hapneth chiefly 
from the Weakness of the Grain that 
is sown: for if it either be too old or 
mouldy, it will bring forth Wild Oats 
....Another disease is Weeds: and 
they are such, as either Choak or 
Overshadow the Corn, and bear it 
down, or starve the Corn, and deceive 
it of nourishment— Bacon, Natural 
History, 1625.

(Continued from front page) 
stitutency having the largest U.F.A. 
membership. The healthy state of 
the U.F.A. movement in the Battle 
River constituency is a fine tribute to 
his work: In the first four months 

of 1919 he formed over thirty locals 
in Battle River. Ih there is any con¬ 
stituency which should be able to elect 
a farmer's candidate it is Battle Riv¬ 
er. At the recent political convention 
with 400 delegates and approximate¬ 
ly 800 people present, one got the im¬ 
pression that the farmers of Battle 
River would do anything for Henry 
Spencer. They successively elected 
him chairman of the convention, pre¬ 
sident of the district political asso¬ 
ciation, and then gave him the nomin¬ 
ation as their candidate for the Fed¬ 
eral House. 

Ten names were put up for the no¬ 
mination and when the opposing nom¬ 
inees were called upon for speeches, 
Mr Spencer said less tnan any of them 
He simply told them that if he was 
nominated he would do his best. 

He was not a great success as the 
chairman of the convention, several 
times having to be put right on parli- 
mentary proceedure from the floor of 
the house, but each time he accepted 
the correction with courtesy and good 
grace, admitted his error and went 
on. That is a good indication of his 
character. He is always sincere and 
trying to do something to better the 
condition of his class. He makes 
mistakes but he cheefully accepts cor¬ 
rection and goes on trying to do bet¬ 
ter. If he is elected to Parliament 
the house will hear from him. He is 
not afraid to speak his mind, is an un¬ 
compromising opponent of special pri- 
vilge, and when he is convinced that 
he is right he pursues his course 


with bull-dog tenacity. 

After receiving the nomination as 
candidate for the constituency, Mr 
Spencer resigned the presidency of the 
district political organization, his place 
Hil, who was Mr. Spencer's only seri¬ 
ous opponent for the nomination. Muir 
being taken by Archie Muir, of Eye 
is a young Scotchman of about Mr. 
Spencer’s own age, full of character 
and determination and a fluent speak¬ 
er. They will make a good team. 

Mr. Spencer has issued a brief mes¬ 
sage to tre U.F.A, locals of Battle Riv¬ 
er which is characteristic of him, 
and from which jve quote: — 

“In starting out in this new phase of 
our work it is well to remember that 
privilege dies hard and that the old- 
line parties, backed by special inter 
ests, will do their utmost to under¬ 


mine the progressive work we are do¬ 
ing. Do not,therefore, leave a- f stone 
unturned in organizing new lflteals or 
in increasing your own meml^rehip. 

“I take this opportunity of recording 
my sincere appreciation for th<£ sup¬ 
port given me as candidate for th© 
Battle River constituency. I can only 
the trust imposed on me, with fairness 
hope that I shall be able to carry out 
and equity. 

“Battle River has started well: the 
course Is open; let us make the jdfcce; 
if we do not win the fault will be" our 
own.’* j
